LIFE’S A BEACH FOR VISITORS TO MANOR HOUSE

THE axe is looming for a team 
of 20 staff who teach Sandwell 
youngsters about road safety, 
after council chiefs backed 
cost-cutting plans. 

A final decision on the future of the 
team, which visits schools around the 
borough to teach youngsters how to 
cross the road safely, will be made the 
council’s cabinet by August. 

Sandwell Council wants to get rid of the 
workers and replace them with computer 
programmes as part of wider plans to save £2 
million. As well as holding lessons in the class¬ 
room, the team takes children out of the school 
to demonstrate how to cross the road. 

The council said the new computer system 
was considered to be a more effective way of 
teaching youngsters and was used by other 
councils around the country. Transport boss 
Councillor Maria Crompton said the authority 
wanted to move forward with the ‘interactive’ 
computer system following a public consulta¬ 
tion with schools, parents and unions. 

Councillor Crompton, who is cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and environment, said: “A 
report will be discussed by cabinet in June or 
July recommending the modernisation of the 
child pedestrian training service. This follows 
extensive development of an interactive elec¬ 
tronic service including workshops, pilot trials 
and consultation. 

Reconsider 

“The new interactive service would be rec¬ 
ommended to commence in the new academic 
year - September 2015 - subject to cabinet 
approval.” The proposals to axe the team of 
part-time workers - 19 women and one man 
- have come under fire from concerned union 
bosses, who called on the council to reconsider 
the move. 

Mohammed Khalik, GMB Regional organ¬ 
iser, said: “The service provides local primary 
schools with staff to teach children road safety 
by taking them into the local community to 
demonstrate safe and unsafe practice. The 
service is delivered by predominately women 
workers on low earnings due their low hours of 
work.” The cutbacks come as the council con¬ 
tinues to achieve savings of £38m by 2018. 

A ‘Facing the Future’ programme was 
launched last year to find £22m of savings. 

But in March it was revealed that an extra 
£16 million of cuts will need to be made over 
the next three years. The programme will now 
be extended to achieve the full cuts of £38m by 
2018. Council chiefs have reiterated the priority 
is to protect front line services. 


THE seaside is coming to West Bromwich, 
with the Manor House Museum set to become 
a beach paradise this weekend. 

The attraction will host its Manor House by 
the Sea event on Sunday, which will include 
a beach, Punch and Judy shows, ice creams, 
donkey rides, cocktails and live music. 

Admission to the event, which runs from 
11am until 3pm, is free. The beach will re¬ 
main in place for visitors to enjoy during half- 
term week until May 29. 

Other events coming up at the museum 
include an outdoor performance of Shake¬ 


speare’s As You Like It on May 30. The Fes¬ 
tival Players are returning to the attraction 
with The Bard’s pastoral comedy full of love, 
laughter, and lyricism. 

While a swashbuckling fun day will take 
place on June 27 when visitors will be able to 
help save the Manor House from being am¬ 
bushed by pirates. 

The Manor House in Hall Green Road - one 
of the most important surviving medieval 
timber framed buildings in the Midlands - 
was originally built by Richard de Marnham 
in the 1270s. In more recent times it has had 


several uses including as a tenement building 
for people to live in and following restoration 
in the 1950s, it was leased by Ansells Brewery 
in 1961 and run as a pub and restaurant. 

It opened as a visitor attraction run by 
Sandwell Council’s museum service in 2010. 

Staff are appealing for people’s memories of 
the site to create a special archive celebrating 
the 800-year-old estate.

Killer gets life term for 
'brutal 1 murder of Lidia 


KILLER Matthew Cherrington has 
been jailed for life for the ‘brutal and 
senseless’ murder of Lidia Pascale. 

Cherrington will serve a minimum of 19 
years behind bars for beating the prosti¬ 
tute to death at his West Bromwich home. 

The 32-year-old delivered 11 killer blows to 
her head with a heavy weapon. He then dumped 
her body in a wheelie bin 100 yards from his fiat 
in High Street. The father of three had denied 
murdering Romanian-born Miss Pascale but 
was found guilty following a two-week trial at 
Birmingham Crown Court on Tuesday. He was 
described as a ‘very dangerous man’. 

After killing the 26-year-old escort, Cherring¬ 
ton sold her phone in a West Bromwich shop 
and used the cash to buy paint to cover up blood 
splatters in his fiat. 

Miss Pascale had arranged to meet her killer 
at his home via text messages. She had been in 
the UK for about a year and lived at addresses in 
Smethwick and Foleshill in Coventry. 

Contact 

Prosecutors told the trial that she had worked 
as an escort in order to supplement her income. 

The court heard how she was last seen on the 
evening of November 19 after being driven to 
the address by a friend who then waited for her 
in the car. When she failed to return, her friend 
made attempts to contact her. She was reported 
missing the following day. Extensive inquiries 
were carried out by detectives and weeks later 
her body was found in a bin in Hope Street. 

The court heard that factory worker Cher¬ 
rington had contacted a number of escorts that 
fateful evening. Emily Lenham, senior crown 
prosecutor from West Midlands Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service, said: “Throughout the prosecution 
of this case, Matthew Cherrington maintained 
his denial that he had ever met Lidia Pascale. 
He attempted to evade detection at every step 
of the police investigation. However, the ev¬ 
idence of his involvement in the offence was 
overwhelming. 

“A very dangerous man has been convicted 
of a brutal and senseless crime. We hope the 
verdict can bring some solace to the family and 
friends of Lidia Pascale.” 

Police leading the investigation said a trail of 
forensic evidence confirmed Cherrington’s guilt. 
Her body had been put in a black bin liner and a 
fingerprint on the liner was identified as his. On 
top of the body was a small carrier bag contain¬ 
ing a foil pipe which, after testing, had Cherring¬ 
ton’s DNA and a fingerprint on. 



Vice girl suffered in her last minutes 


‘THERE must have been suffer¬ 
ing in her last minutes.’ 

Those were the words that 
echoed around court as factory 
worker Matthew Cherrington was 
found guilty of killing prostitute 
Lidia Pascale and dumping her 
body in a wheelie bin. 

It was in November last year 
that Romanian-born Miss Pas¬ 
cale called at Cherrington’s home 
in High Street, West Bromwich. 
It was the last time that anybody 
would see her alive. 

She had come to England 
around a year earlier and des¬ 


perate to make some money for 
her family, she resorted to selling 
her body. What she thought was 
just another customer, turned 
out to be the man who would kill 
her. While inside the fiat she was 
bludgeoned with a weapon that 
was never found. She received 
up to 11 blows to the head. Her 
lifeless body was then dragged 
from the fiat and shoved into the 
wheelie bin. 

Sentencing Cherrington, Re¬ 
corder Melbourne Inman QC 
said: “Your intention was that the 
body would never be seen again. 


It would have remained in that 
bin and never seen again, apart 
from the fact the police searched 
it. Had they not found it her fam¬ 
ily may well never have known 
what had become of her. You hid 
her body in a bin bag, then stuffed 
her in wheelie bin.” Mr Michael 
Burrows QC, prosecuting, said: 
“It must have been a prolonged 
attack, and although mercifully 
for her death would have followed 
very swiftly, she was plainly 
aware of the attack from the in¬ 
juries to her hands, so there was 
suffering in her last minutes.” 


Ex-soldier is 
jailed over 
construction 
work fiddle 

A FORMER soldier who swindled more 
than £1,000 and a car from a disabled 
man in Wednesbury while claiming to 
work for a home improvement company 
has been jailed. 

Stephan Lovatt took the cash and ve¬ 
hicle from the victim in payment for a 
summerhouse - but the 44-year-old, who 
said he was employed by Stormseal de¬ 
spite no longer working there, failed to 
show up to carry out the work. 

Lovatt pleaded guilty to a number of 
offences that breached trading stand¬ 
ards on building and construction work 
at six homes. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court was told 
how the former salesman developed a 
‘pattern of offending’ over an 18-month 
period from February 2011. 

He would claim to work for a reputa¬ 
ble company, take cash off customers 
for ‘supplies’ and either not complete or 
start work. 

Judge Peter Barrie sentenced Lovatt, 
who appeared at the court via video link 
from HMP Dovegate, to five years in 
prison. 

One of the homes belonged to the dis¬ 
abled victim wanting a summer house 
from Wednesbury, said Mr Kevin Saun¬ 
ders, prosecuting. 

Lovatt took payment from the victim 
of around £1,300 cash and took his car, 
also as a payment. The victim contacted 
trading standards after he failed to show 
up. 

Mr Paul Smith, for Lovatt, said he 
always intended to finish the work but 
could not due to issues in his life. 

£8m savings aim 
set by NHS chiefs 

MORE than £8 million will be cut from 
NHS budgets in Sandwell during the 
next 12 months. Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) is looking to make the sav¬ 
ings during the 2015/16 financial year. 

GPs have pledged to treat people 
closer to their homes, reduce medicine 
waste and avoid the need for people to 
be re-admitted to hospital unnecessarily. 
They say this will help the CCG to save 
£8.1m from its annual budget of £653m. 

But health chiefs say overall spending 
on health and social care will be higher 
than in previous years with more cash 
spent on mental health services. 

They are also looking at funding 
more services for people with long-term 
conditions to enable them to receive 
treatment at home rather than be re-ad- 
mitted to hospital. 

Homes bid lodged 
at disused quarry 

A DISUSED Rowley Regis quarry which 
closed almost 10 years ago has been been 
earmarked for a major housing estate. 

Plans have been lodged with Sandwell 
Council to overhaul the Edwin Richards 
Quarry. The 30-year masterplan will see 
more than 280 homes built on the site.

Footballer faces life ban for attack 


A SUNDAY league footballer is facing 
a life ban after he head-butted an oppo¬ 
nent’s mother who had run onto the pitch 
to protect her son. Corey Barnett was play¬ 
ing for Black Country Rovers when he be¬ 
came involved in a flare up with Hasbury 
FC player Jack Weaver. 

But when Mr Weaver’s concerned 
mother Pamela ran onto the pitch to in¬ 
tervene, she was head-butted by Barnett. 
As a result of the fracas, which took place 
in front of a crowd of horrified onlookers 
at the Red Lion playing fields in Oldbury, 
Barnett was suspended from having any 
involvement in football. 

He now faces a worldwide life ban and 
must complete a community order after 


he was found guilty of common assault. 
According to the referee’s report from the 
October 26 match, Barnett and Mr Weaver 
had both been red carded after an on the 
pitch altercation. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prosecuting, told 
Sandwell Magistrates Court on Monday: 
“The victim’s son and this defendant were 
playing for opposing teams. 

“She was watching when some sort of 
dispute ensued. She sees the defendant 
being aggressive and goes on the pitch to 
protect her son when she is head-butted. 

“This results in blood flow from her lip 
that was also swollen.” Mr Omar Saddique, 
defending, said: “He is remorseful about 
what happened.” Unemployed Barnett, of 


Lilac Grove, Bentley, Walsall, had denied 
common assault but was found guilty after 
a trial last month. 

He was handed a 12-month community 
order including 150 hours of unpaid work 
and ordered to pay £150 compensation, 

£500 costs and £60 victim surcharge. 

District Judge Mr Michael Wheeler told 
Barnett, 23, who has two previous cautions 
for violence, that there was no excuse for 
his bad behaviour. 

Birmingham FA discipline chief Mike 
Fellows branded the attack during the 
Warley Sunday League match ‘absolutely 
disgraceful’ and said Barnett’s football ca¬ 
reer was over. “We don’t want people like 
him in the game.” Corey Barnett

Police issue 
help appeal 
on violent 
car-jacking 

POLICE are hunting a violent 
car-jacker who punched and forced 
his victim out of his BMW in a super¬ 
market car park. 

The attack happened at Asda, in 
Queslett, near Great Barr. 

Investigating officers said they are 
keen to speak to a man in a Royal Mail 
uniform who is believed to have seen 
the violent theft. 

Police say the attacker approached 
his 41-year-old victim as he sat in his 
white BMW M3 convertible at around 
6.30pm on April 14, 

When the unsuspecting driver 
opened the door, he was punched in 
the face, dragged out of the car - and 
the distinctive high-performance 12- 
plate vehicle was driven away. 

Pc Luke Knight, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police, said: “Asda is likely to 
have been fairly busy at this time and 
so plenty of people may have seen 
what happened. 

“In particular, there was a man 
who was wearing a Royal Mail uni¬ 
form, who we believe witnessed the 
whole crime and spoke to the victim 
immediately after the offender had 
driven off. 

“We urge him to come forward as 
he may have information that’s vital 
to our inquiry.” 

The car-jacker is described as black, 
of slim build, in his early to mid 20s, 
with a Birmingham accent, wearing a 
dark-coloured hoody and a green high 
visibility jacket.

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Driver who 
had knife 
in the car 
locked up 

A DRIVER who ‘panicked’ because he 
was uninsured and refused to stop for 
police has been jailed for 10 months. 

Lafaire Manning led officers on 
a five-minute chase through Black 
Country residential streets at almost 
twice the speed limit. 

The 22-year-old weaved in and out 
of cars at the wheel of a VW Golf and 
hurtled over speed bumps at up to 57 
mph in a 30 mph zone while trying to 
escape from the pursuing police patrol 
that had ordered him to halt because 
he was travelling too fast, Mr Howard 
Searle said at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Monday. 

Other motorists were forced to take 
evasive action as Manning hurtled 
along Lewisham Road and into Brass- 
house Lane, Smethwick before finally 
ending up in a cul-de-sac where he 
abandoned the VW Golf and its two 
passengers in a bid to flee on foot. 
The defendant leapt over two garden 
fences and threw away a knife before 
being caught. 

Mr Alexander Barnfield, defending, 
said: “He was not insured and pan¬ 
icked when asked to stop.” 

Manning, of no fixed address, ad¬ 
mitted dangerous driving, possession 
of a knife and driving with neither li¬ 
cence nor insurance. He was sent to 
prison, banned from driving for a year 
and ordered to take an extended test 
before returning to the roads. 

Recorder Stephen Thomas said: 
“People who carry knives either in 
their car or on their person can expect 
an immediate term of imprisonment.”

Daylight raid uncovers cannabis den

TENS of thousands of pounds worth 
of cannabis was found inside an in¬ 
dustrial unit in the Black Country 
during a daylight police raid. 

Batches of the illegal drug was 
found hanging inside the building 
off Hill Street in Smethwick, close to 
Rolfe Street train station. 

Hundreds of plants were also dis¬ 
covered carpeting the floor of rooms 
inside the two storey unit when police 
burst in. 

The large-scale drugs operation 
covered five rooms in total as part of 
the set up to produce cannabis for sale 


across the Midlands. In total, 986 can¬ 
nabis plants were seized with samples 
taken by specialists at the scene to be 
forensically tested. 

West Midlands Police raided the 
premises in broad daylight last 
Wednesday afternoon following a 999 
call. 

The discovery was made just before 
4pm when members of the force’s 
cannabis team joined neighbourhood 
police from Soho and Victoria. 

Huge lights had been brought in¬ 
side the building to help grow the il¬ 
legal crop in pots which took up large 


areas of rooms. Canvas sheeting sur¬ 
rounded much of the crop which were 
in varied stages of growth. 

Fans and over ventilation equip¬ 
ment was also used by those growing 
the cannabis inside. 

Electrical wires were also strewn 
throughout to help power equipment 
inside the premises. 

Other plants had already been cul¬ 
tivated and were left hanging up to 
dry out before being prepared to be 
sold. 

A force spokesman said: “No ar¬ 
rests have been made at present.” 


More arrests as police 
in drugs crackdown 


MORE than 100 police officers 
have swooped on homes across 
Sandwell in the past six weeks in a 
bid to stamp out drug crime. 

Thousands of pounds has been seized, can¬ 
nabis farms have been smashed and suspected 
crack cocaine recovered. 

The tally of those arrested in the Spring 
Safer Six raids now stands at almost 60. 

Six men and a woman were arrested in the 
latest flurry of dawn raids. 

Around £8,000 in cash was seized by around 
100 officers who have been working on the var¬ 
ious operations. 

More than 100 rocks of suspected crack co¬ 
caine was found alongside the discovery of a 
three drugs farms harvesting the class B drug 
cannabis. 

The latest warrants bring the arrest tally to 
58 with 49 of those charged and brought before 
the courts in recent days.Three remain on bail 
and one faces no further action meaning 45 are 
remanded pending trial. 

Warrants 

West Midlands Police, chief inspector Jane 
Parry, who was leading the initiative, declared 
the raids a success in helping the fight against 
crime. 

Ch Insp Parry said: “Spring Safer Six has 
been conducted in addition to business as usual 
policing and all the other warrants we have 
been executing as day-to-day business. 

“In just six days of action we have seized 
£8,000 in cash, recovered 120 rocks of sus¬ 
pected crack cocaine and smashed three can¬ 
nabis farms with drugs valued at just under 
£10,000. 

“In addition we have seized sat navs, bikes, 
bank cards, and even work boots which we be¬ 
lieve have been stolen. 

“Other property has also been secured for 
checks.” 

She said the force had been unable to trace 
all of the property’s owners so far. 

Officers will be displaying all of these items 
during a property showcase between 10am and 
lpm on June 6 at Hope Church, in Marsh Lane, 
Hateley Heath, West Bromwich. 

Safer Six is a long-running Sandwell-based 
operation which has aimed to drive down crime 
levels across the borough. 

The latest round of the operation was 
launched in April, the same month that bur¬ 
glary rates fell to a new all-time low in the 
borough.

Feel free 
to donate 
but make it 
anonymous 

SOME time ago, I made a small donation 
to a well-known charity. Can’t remem¬ 
ber how much, it may have been a ten¬ 
ner, possibly a bit more. Let’s just say it 
wasn’t going to stop the world spinning 
on its axis. 

For the next two, three, maybe even 
four years I was sent a deluge of junk 
mail. Glossy leaflets about the good work 
it was doing, of course. Personalised sta¬ 
tionery bearing the charity’s logo. Special 
messages at Christmas and Easter, and 
at least two Katherine Jenkins CDs. All 
designed to make me part with more of 
my hard-earned, presumably to reinvest 
in more CDs of popular sopranos. 

On another occasion, one of the chug- 
gers in Wolverhampton persuaded me to 
sign up for an annual donation to another 
national charity. Again the amount was 
small, and it later emerged it would be 
two years before the donation actually 
covered the commission for the grinning 
cheesemonger who persuaded me to 
sign up in the first place. I thought I was 
contributing to a worthy cause, not keep¬ 
ing a chirpy student-type in Starbucks 
and flip-flops. 

When I asked a third charity to lay off 
the junk mail, it responded with weekly 
telephone calls instead. 

All very annoying, and it made me far 
less likely to support any of these genu¬ 
inely good causes again. But, as a robust 
and reasonably thick-skinned 40-some- 
thing, I’m big enough and ugly enough to 
take it in my stride. 

For 92-year-old Olive Cooke, though, 
the emotional blackmail proved much 
harder to shrug off. A devoted charity 
worker herself, she became Britain’s old¬ 
est poppy seller. 

She too made donations to many well- 
known charities, but as always seems to 
be the case, whatever she gave was nev¬ 
er enough. 

An inquest has yet to be held, but the 
evidence suggests she struggled to meet 
the commitments and cancelled some of 
the standing orders. As the charities re¬ 
sponded by stepping up the tear-jerking 
campaigns, she took her own life. 

We all know it is hard for charities to 
raise funds, and most reasonable people 
respond well to a bit of tin rattling and the 
odd stall in the supermarket. But some 
of the tactics used by the big charities in 
particular are every bit as unpleasant as 
the cold callers from the personal injury 
and PPI compensation industries. 

Maybe it’s time for the Charity Com¬ 
mission to step in, and I would love to 
know how much of people’s donations is 
ploughed back into marketing. 

In the meantime, I do believe we all still 
have a duty to help the less fortunate, but 
make sure it is anonymous. 

The moment they ask for names, ad¬ 
dresses, or bank details, make your ex¬ 
cuses and leave.

Turning offenders 
away from crime

An initiative to take prolific 
offenders away from crime is 
being hailed by police. JOHN 
SCOTT takes up the story 


“WE can either be their best friend 
or their worst enemy.” 

So says Sergeant Colin Gallier, part of 
a policing team given the task of turning 
Sandwell’s most prolific offenders away from 
a life of crime. 

The officers, who work with probation, drug 
treatment and mental health experts to man¬ 
age 250 prolific high risk offenders living in 
Sandwell - up to 80 per cent of whom have 
drug problems - are already making a differ¬ 
ence. 

New figures show re-offending rates by this 
group have fallen to the lowest levels in the 
country at just 5.3 per cent with the number 
of 15-to-25-year-olds using heroin and cocaine 
in the area also falling and increasing numbers 
of addicts under treatment. 

The criminals the officers are dealing with 
are usually involved in crimes such as bur¬ 
glary, mugging and theft to pay for their next 
fix. 

Custody 

The specialist 23-strong police team meets 
with the other agencies each month to discuss 
the progress of the worst 50 offenders - half 
of whom can be in custody at any one time - 
while all 250 under police management have 
weekly updated ‘scores’ with points awarded 
for things like an arrest, caution or positive 
drug test. 

Each member of the police team each has 
personal responsibility for around 20 of the 
criminals. They discover what triggers the of¬ 
fending and either control those unwilling to 
be rehabilitated with curfews, exclusion orders 
and bans on associating with specific individu¬ 
als, or assist others to change their ways. 

Officials say drug treatment is preventing 
more than 35,000 crimes a year being commit¬ 
ted in Sandwell. 

Nationally the figure is estimated to be 4.9 


million but the annual cost of drug misuse in 
the UK still tops £15 billion. 

A heavy user of hard drugs spends around 
£90-a-day on heroin and cocaine and any of¬ 
fender with a serious drug problem not under 
treatment is reckoned to commit around 
£26,000 worth of crime a year. Their chaotic 
lifestyle often means they do not receive bene¬ 
fits after missing appointments. 

Latest data suggests that drug treatment in 
Sandwell prevented more than 35,000 crimes 
in 2012/13 and every £1 invested in that 
treatment saves an estimated £3.75 in crime, 
welfare and health costs. This means the 
£2.5m-a-year presently spent could be worth 
over £9m. 

The borough - regularly ranked among the 
dozen most deprived areas in the country - has 
around 2,000 dependent heroin and cocaine 
users with the number receiving treatment 


having risen sharply from 800 to 1000 in the 
past year. At the same time 100 people living 
there have become drug free after successfully 
completing the programme. Several have since 
found work. 

The IRIS drug project is being run by a 40- 
plus team from Cranstoun, a substance misuse 
treatment charity under a £2.5m-a-year three 
year contract and supported by volunteers and 
mentors. 

Arron Owen, Sandwell manager, stressed: 
“This is not about waving a magic wand. It 
is a question of helping them along the way. 

“It is challenging and hard work but the 
best advert is word of mouth. If folk are happy 
with the service they will encourage others to 
give it a try and people who see acquaintances 
become clean are more likely to get involved 
themselves.” 

Recovered former addicts are used to men¬ 


tor those trying to kick the habit while any¬ 
body who tests positive for opiates after arrest 
is given a mandatory appointment with a drug 
work and re-arrested if they do not attend. 

Anti Social Behaviour(ASB) officers and oth¬ 
ers target the young by giving talks to schools. 
Youths are not immediately charged or cau¬ 
tioned after being detained for an offence. A 
weekly meeting of a multi-agency panel de¬ 
cides if there is a better solution to turn them 
away from crime. 

Officials work closely with problem families 
to steer them away from crime. ASB officers 
were involved with 50 drug related cases in 
the 12 months up to March, representing 11 
per cent of their total workload, three per cent 
fewer than the previous year. Since April last 
year there have been seven evictions. 

Figures produced by Liverpool John Moore’s 
University show the number of 15 to 24-year- 
olds using heroin and or crack cocaine in 
Sandwell fell from 493 to 243 in two years up 
to 2012. 

Relevant 

This is attributed to better education for 
schoolchildren about the dangers of drugs 
but other factors such as stronger cannabis, 
cheaper alcohol, legal ‘highs’ and a generation 
more risk averse than their predecessors may 
also be relevant. 

Maria Smith, the drugs project manager for 
Sandwell Council, said: “Hopefully this is the 
start of a long term trend because we are still 
dealing with the fall out from the national her¬ 
oin epidemic of the 80s and 90s.” 

Neil Parkes, programme manager for drugs, 
alcohol and sexual health in the borough, 
said: “Drug and alcohol centres were seen as 
specialist units that were distant from the 
community but now people realise that it is 
everybody’s problem. 

“They very rarely turn up with just drug 
problems. We work with all the other agencies, 
such as health, children’s services, the police 
and probation. Similar schemes are now op¬ 
erating throughout the country but we do it 
better than most. 

Miss Smith concluded: “This is not about 
an individual agency. We have all combined to 
achieve this.”

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Councils' use of spy 
powers plummeting 

THE use of controversial spy 
powers by councils has dramat¬ 
ically reduced, it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

Black Country and Staffordshire 
councils used surveillance on resi¬ 
dents 388 times between 2010 and the 
end of 2014. 

But since November 2012, the use of the 
powers has plummeted since the law was 
tightened up to stop councils from snoop¬ 
ing on people suspected of ‘minor offences’ 
such as dog fouling and littering. 

Powers under the Regulatory Regulation 
of Investigatory Powers Act (RIPA) allow 
councils to place residents suspected of 
criminal activity under surveillance and 
even access phone and communications 
records. 

San dwell Council used RIPA powers 81 
times in 2010, 58 times in 2011, 31 times in 
2012, six times in 2013, and four times in 
2014. Likewise Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil used the powers 69 times in 2010 but 
just twice last year. 

Dudley Council used it just twice in 2014, 
and Staffordshire County Council used it 
nine times. Lists revealed under Freedom 
of Information law shows councils used 
the spy powers on noisy neighbours, dog 
foulers, graffiti vandals, fly-tippers and 
fly-posterers. 

But now councils can only target people 
suspected of a crime that carries a mini¬ 
mum six-month prison sentence with the 
exception of investigations into the sales of 
underage alcohol and tobacco. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, leader of 
Sandwell Council, said: “We reviewed our 
use of RIPA in light of new government 
guidance and changes in legislation around 
which offences the powers could be used to 
investigate. This is the main reason we’re 
not using it as much now. Our priority is 
to protect people from criminals - and we 
continue to use RIPA when there is no 
other option to gain evidence, for example 
in tackling rogue traders.””

He has also co-authored a book on 
the history of Birmingham and Mid¬ 
land Eye Hospital. 

Mr Mitra explained: “BMEC is one 
of the largest eye hospitals in Europe. 

“We have a great team working to¬ 
gether to provide the best service pos¬ 


sible to our patients. 

“The team has always been very 
supportive and friendly to me, ever 
since I was a trainee. 

They provide such a nurturing envi¬ 
ronment where you can freely discuss 
your opinion and knowledge with your 
colleagues and become better every 
day.” 

Mr Mitra is now living in Har- 
borne with his wife and two daughters. 

Outside work, he focuses solely on 
his family.

Three people are hurt 
in four-car collision

THREE people were taken to hospital following a four- 
car crash near Oldbury. Police and ambulance crews were 
called to Cemetery Road at its junction with Rood End 
Road near West Smethwick Park at around 9.10am on 
Monday. 

A spokesman for West Midlands Ambulance Service said 
they had dealt with drivers and passengers from three of 
the cars involved. A woman and her son were able to climb 
out of their car but the woman had suffered a fractured 
wrist and the boy had abdominal ‘tenderness’. Both were 
taken to Sandwell Hospital for treatment. 

A man from a second car was taken to City Hospital as a 
precaution and the occupant of a third car declined treat¬ 
ment and made their own way home. 

Two ambulances, a rapid response paramedic and a par¬ 
amedic area support officer in a rapid response vehicle at¬ 
tended the scene. Drivers faced delays near the accident 
which happened during Monday’s wet conditions. 


£100k set 
to be saved 
on bill for 
allowances 


COUNCILLORS’ allowances in Sandwell 
have been slashed by £100,000 after a review 
of their pay. 

Members had already voted not to increase their 
‘basic’ allowance for the year, saving the cash- 
strapped authority £31,000. A further £69,000 will 
now be saved by scrapping several ‘special responsi¬ 


bility’ allowances. 

These are paid to council¬ 
lors who take on additional 
roles within the authority. 

The decision is set to 
be rubber-stamped by the 
council later this month 
following a review of allow¬ 
ances carried out by council 
leader Darren Cooper. 

“The next few years are 
not going to get any easier 
for local government and we 
need to do our bit,” he said. 

“The reason I have 
pushed this through is I 
did not think it was fair to 
carry on as we were, given 
the cuts the council is expe¬ 
riencing.

Bulldozers in to raze 
factory to the ground 


A LANDMARK factory near Great 
Barr which shut leaving 220out of 
work has been demolished after al¬ 
most two years of uncertainty. 

Tucker Fasteners, in Walsall 
Road, shut in 2013 when production 
was moved overseas. 

The Unite union had put forward 
proposals to move the factory to a 
new purpose-built site to save 70 
jobs. It had won support from from 
Birmingham City Council and Perry 
Barr MP Khalid Mahmood. 

However, parent company Stan¬ 
ley Black & Decker said they had to 
close the factory, which made fas¬ 
teners and screw machine products, 
because manufacturing levels had 


almost halved in the past decade in 
the face of increased competition 
from rivals in the Far East. 

Piles of bricks now occupy areas of 
the nine-acre site close to Perry Barr 
greyhound stadium. 

All the factory’s internal finishes, 
fittings, and equipment have been 
removed. 

Production had taken place on site 
since 1903 producing rivets, fasten¬ 
ers and other metal products. 

It had also played a role in produc¬ 
ing items for use on planes during 
the Second World War. 

After it was shut down, produc¬ 
tion at the site was switched to Ger¬ 
many and the United States.

Convicted rapist in 
bid to clear his name 

A MAN serving life behind bars for rape is fighting to 
clear his name and has taken his case of the court of 
appeal. 

Benjamin Hezekiah O’Meally was ordered to serve 
at least eight years and nine months behind bars after 
being found guilty of rape at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in September 2009. 

His lawyers are urging London’s Criminal Appeal 
Court to overturn the ‘unsafe’ verdict. 

Three top judges are looking into the case following an 
investigation by the Criminal Cases Review Commission. 

John Butterfield, O’Meally’s QC, said the commission 
found O’Meally’s accuser had lied on oath during an ear¬ 
lier case. But O’Meally’s defence lawyers were not told 
about that during his trial, the court heard.

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Ex-criminal 
is counting 
on change 
of career 


ONE of Sandwell’s 50 most prolific criminals 
has turned his life around and is now on his 
way to becoming an accountant. 

The 24-year-old was part of a gang of thieves in¬ 
volved in a crime wave during which 200 house bur¬ 
glaries were reported around the Hamstead area of 
Great Barr between 2006 and 2009. 

On September 30 2009 Jack - not his real name - was 


convicted of burglary and 
given a nine month jail 
youth custody sentence 
suspended for a year. Six 
months later he was locked 
up for 16 months on March 
5, 2010 for burglary with 
nine offences to be taken 
into consideration. 

On April 10, 2012 ‘Jack’ 
was convicted of a further 
burglary and put behind 
bars for three years. He 
was freed on a tag under 
the early release scheme 15 
months later. 

Blitz 

In less than two years, 
‘Jack’ has now managed 
to get back on the straight 
and narrow, thanks to 
an offender management 
scheme. 

An offender management 
officer - a detective who had 
worked on the team who 
investigated the Hamstead 
burglary blitz - together 
with probation and the 
Princes Trust scheme had 
been working with ‘Jack’ for 
some time. The officer said: 
“He had not been prepared 
to be rehabilitated after 
completing earlier sentences 
but the penny must have 
dropped this time.” 

For the second week of his 
course, a team-building ex¬ 
ercise, police needed special 
permission from the Home

Office to change the address 
to which he was tagged. 

The officer added: “He 
went from strength to 
strength and by the time 
they returned he was lead¬ 
ing the group and really en¬ 
joying it. He is a bright lad 
and was now channelling 
that in the right direction.” 

The next stage in the 12 
week course was a work 
placement with a large con¬ 
struction company during 
which he did heavy manual 
work and showed sufficient 
talent for the firm to give 
him a two year apprentice¬ 
ship. 

Police helped to find ac¬ 
commodation away from 
the area where he had lived 
which allowed him to break 
away from his former asso¬ 
ciates. 

The work went so well 
he was allowed to transfer 
to the firm’s offices and is 
also studying at college. The 
apprenticeship ends shortly 
and he ultimately hopes to 
be an accountant. Sgt Colin 
Gallier from the Offender 
Management team based at 
West Bromwich police sta¬ 
tion said: “This shows the 
level of investment and the 
benefits it can bring to the 
individual.” 


Passers-by to rescue 
after car overturns 

GOOD Samaritans pushed an overturned car back onto its 
wheels following a crash in Smethwick. 

The car had ended up on its side, and, thinking they 
could smell leaking fuel, the group of passers-by took im¬ 
mediate action which allowed the driver to climb to safety. 

The woman, in her 20s, had sustained an arm injury and 
was suffering back pain. She was given pain relief before 
being taken to Sandwell Hospital for further checks. 

A West Midlands Ambulance Service spokesman said:

“Members of the public are, however, asked to be careful 
when at the scene of road traffic collisions.”

Mapping out bleak 
future for Labour

WITHOUT the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats to stop them, the Tories 
will want to resurrect their re¬ 
view of Parliamentary bound¬ 
aries - and Labour will suffer 
for it. 

David Cameron decided years 
ago he wanted to reduce the cost 
of politics and get rid of 50 out of 
650 MPs. 

But the redrawing of boundaries 
hurts Labour’s chances of recovering 
from their General Election defeat. 

The Boundary Commission’s revi¬ 
sions have been archived since 2013 
because the Lib Dems refused to go 
along with them - punishment for the 
Tories not backing their reform of the 
House of Lords. The main casualties 
are areas like Sandwell and Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Moved 

The Tory seats in southern Staf¬ 
fordshire are largely unchanged, al¬ 
though true blue Stone becomes West 
Staffordshire and gets a bit of Labour 
Stoke on Trent South added to it. 

There are a few bits of South Staf¬ 
fordshire that get moved in Stafford, 
but nothing to give Gavin Williamson 
or Jeremy Lefroy cause for concern. 

Wolverhampton North East, the 
seat held by Labour’s Emma Reyn¬ 
olds, gets carved up between a new 
Wolverhampton East, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton West and a new Walsall West. 


Tom Watson and Emma Reynolds will lose out in the boundary changes 


West Bromwich East, held by Tom 
Watson, also gets split up. Both are 
big hitters - Miss Reynolds as shadow 
communities and local government 
secretary, Mr Watson as a contender 
for Labour’s deputy leadership. 

There was no way David Cameron 
could have had anything to do with 
the way in which the political maps 
were redrawn. But when it comes to 
holding onto his seats in the Black 
Country, he could not have planned 
an advantage for 2020 better if he had 
tried. Suddenly the result for Labour 
looks even more bleak. 

In the wake of the council elections 
there is now only one Labour district 
councillor in the whole of South Staf¬ 
fordshire. The Tories are so strong 
there that 14 seats did not even get 
put to the public vote because no-one 
challenged their candidates. They 


now hold 43 out of the 49 seats. Al¬ 
though I’m always wary of one-party 
authorities or those where the oppo¬ 
sition is so small as to be utterly inef¬ 
fective, there’s no getting away from 
the fact the Conservatives are clearly 
the ones people wanted, just as in 
Sandwell, where 71 out of 72 seats be¬ 
long to Labour. 

Our new intake of MPs have spent 
the week getting themselves settled in 
to the Commons. 

Dudley South Conservative Mike 
Wood celebrated his victory with his 
family. His daughter and a friend had 
a joint birthday party so Mr Wood es¬ 
corted around 20 six and seven-year- 
olds around Dudley Zoo. 

Compared with the barking, bray¬ 
ing and childish histrionics of the 
House, I’d imagine it was the height 
of grown up sophistication.

Pub is ploughing ahead 



Highly recommended - the Plough and Harrow has interesting menu options 


Warm and friendly atmosphere greets you on arrival 


LEIGH SANDERS popped into 
the Plough & Harrow at 
Aldridge, near Walsall, and was 
impressed with what he found 

What did it feel like? 

This is a great little pub, which has been 
stylishly refurbished to maximise the comfort¬ 
able dining experience. 

The lighting is just right, the decor big with¬ 
out being too bold. There are huge hanging 
decorations and a glass wine lock-up situated 
in the middle to get the connoisseurs fidgeting 
in their seats. 

They have fitted a number of tables in to the 
space available, but the way they are laid out 
never makes you feel cramped. 

How were the staff? 

Dressed in a smart-casual manner they were 
attentive, professional and friendly from the 
start. They chatted about drinks and food and 
hinted at recommendations without trying to 
push you towards any given dish. 

The place was fairly busy, yet they kept the 
level of service throughout other than the des¬ 
sert menus being left with us a little too long 
before we were able to get the bill. 

What did you start with? 

The deep-fried crusted Somerset brie was 
a delight. It came with an apricot and cumin 
chutney which had a nice tang to it and cut 
through the smoothness of the cheese. 

We also opted for the salt and Szechuan 
pepper squid, complete with cucumber ribbons 
and garlic aioli. The amount of pepper sprin¬ 
kled in was perfect and the squid itself was just 
the right texture. It was a delightful start to 
the evening. 

What came next? 

The garlic and buttermilk battered halloumi 
is a must-try. It comes with twice-cooked 
chunky chips, homemade pea puree and a 


tartare sauce. The latter is not your stand¬ 
ard fare. Thick in texture and with a really 
vibrant flavour it complimented the halloumi 
well. 

The chips, however, could have been a little 
warmer. They had perhaps been sat too long 
before being brought out to the table. How¬ 
ever, they still tasted great and, again, stood 
head and shoulders above other pub grub ef¬ 
forts. 

We also ordered Dauphinoise potatoes on 


the side, which were a little dry towards the 
bottom but on the whole were as you would 
want them - soft and creamy. 

What was the other main course? 

We also selected the slow-cooked British 
beef and Black Sheep Ale pie. 

The pastry was gorgeous and there was 
plenty of filling to get stuck into. 

At first it seemed as if the ale had made 
it a little too runny, but as this soaked into 


the pastry it became clear these fears were 
unfounded and there was plenty to dip your 
other ingredients into for extra flavour. These 
consisted of borage, honey roasted carrots and 
a healthy dollop of kale and cabbage mashed 
potato. 

The mashed potato in particular was well 
done. It was thick and creamy, and with the 
vegetables mixed in it gave it a good consist¬ 
ency that could mop up some of that remain¬ 
ing sauce from the pie. 


But no desserts on this occasion? 

No, time was against us unfortunately. But 
not that the menu didn’t do its best to get us 
to stay longer. There is a real variety for those 
with a sweet tooth. 

The winter berry Eton Mess sounded de¬ 
lightful. 

A good night then? 

Definitely. Well-priced and with great food 
and service. We will be back.

Woody faces up to the 
Spanish inquisition 


K ay van Novak is nothing if not 
versatile. His CV includes 
everything from the Oscar- 
winning thriller Syrians to the recent 
Thunderbirds re-boot, via an 
acclaimed performance in the 
controversial cult comedy Four Lions. 

But it’s arguably the series 
Fonejacker and its follow-up 
Facejacker that really showed off 
Novak’s remarkable ability to create a 
range of different characters and 
voices. 

So, really, who better to take the 
lead role in this new sitcom about a 
master of disguise? 

SunTrap sees Novak as Woody, 
who has managed to turn his 
chameleon-like abilities into a career 
as the world’s number one undercover 
reporter - until his corrupt editor 
exposes his identity, forcing him to go 
on the run. 

Novak certainly thinks it’s the perfect 
role, saying: “Woody is the part I have 
dreamed of playing since I was a kid. 
That and [Star Wars character] Boba 
Fett.” 

He’s also been gifted a great co-star 


in the shape of Bradley Walsh, 
who has proved in the past that he 
can turn his hands to pretty much 
anything as well, whether it’s starring 
in Law & Order: UK or hosting The 
Chase. 

Walsh plays Woody’s former 
mentor Brutus, who now runs a 
bar on a Spanish island and isn’t 
initially all that enthusiastic about 
his sun-kissed new life being 
disrupted by his troublesome, if 
charming, protege. 

However, Woody has no one else 
he can turn to, and Brutus soon 
realises he can make use of the 
reporter by putting him to work on a 
series of investigations. 

Unlike his character, it certainly 
sounds like Walsh had few 
reservations about teaming up with 
Novak. He says: “My goodness, what 
a blast it is filming SunTrap. With a 
very funny script, brilliant cameos 
from the likes of Keith Allen and Paul 
Kaye as Senor Big and Frederico 
Mercury, what’s not to like? I’m loving 
every second working with the brilliant 
Kayvan Novak, it’s a hoot from dawn 
to dusk.” 


Novak returns the compliment, 
adding: “So here I am in the sun, 
solving crimes and pretending to be a 
pirate, a hypnotist and a lady croupier. 
I thought life couldn’t get any better. 
Then I saw Bradley Walsh drive by on 
a jet ski wearing nothing but a 
dressing gown.” 

In fact, the only thing that might give 
the audience pause for thought is the 
fact that a sitcom with such an 
impressive cast, fun setting and 
promising premise hasn’t driven 
straight into the primetime slot 
recently vacated by Peter Kay’s Car 
Share, and has instead found itself 
parked at 10.45pm. 

That’s not the only mystery in this 
opening episode, as Melody (Emma 
Pierson), the wife of pension fraudster 
Donald Hammer (Alan Williams) asks 
Brutus to help her track down her 
husband’s hidden millions. 

Unfortunately, it seems the chief 
witness in the case is Don’s parrot, 
Teflon, which has recently been 
snatched. Can Woody find the right 
disguise to track down a bird-napper? 
And where does guest star Jack Dee 
fit into the proceedings?

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Putting on 
the style 
at bargain 
price tag

Add style to most cars and you add cost too, 
sometimes paying a small fortune for some¬ 
thing that stands out in a crowd. 

And we don’t seem to mind, a fact the car makers 
know only too well. It means they can bump up the 
bottom line and we keep smiling. 

Well, here is a car that trades on its look to sell over the 
more mundane machine it’s based on - but doesn’t ask for 
extra for the privilege of a bit more style. 

Say hello to the new Hyundai i20 coupe, closely based 
on the latest i20 hatchback but lacking a couple of doors 
and with the body subtly redrawn to give it a svelte look 
from the side. 

The result is a car that won’t frighten the horses but might 
just draw admiring glances as it attempts to park in the daily 
school run jamboree - looks that will turn to mild astonish¬ 
ment when the price is disclosed. 

Because here is a car that seems a genuine bargain. No, 
make that a steal if you compare it with something like a 
Ford Fiesta with the same sized engine and a near equal 
price tag. 

Lost 

Not only is the coupe the same price as the equivalent 
Hyundai hatch (which, admittedly gains rear doors over the 
coupe) but it’s so well equipped compared to the Ford you 
wonder if the latter has lost a page of the brochure. 

So before we take the i20 Coupe for a drive, let’s exam¬ 
ine its standard kit in some detail. For the less than £13,000 
price tag you’ll find alloy wheels, electrically-adjusted and 
heated door mirrors and front fog lights on the outside. 

Move to the interior and you discover air conditioning, 
cruise control, rear parking sensors, audio controls on the 
steering wheel and a smartphone docking station atop the 
dash. 

Dig deeper, to discover tyre pressure monitoring, hill start 
assist and a space saver spare wheel, not a bottle of doubt¬ 
fully useful pressurised gloop. And don’t forget Hyundai’s 
five-year, unlimited mileage warranty that includes five years 
roadside assistance too. 

By now you may be wondering if Hyundai has spent so 
much on the fixtures and fittings it has left no room to make 
a profit. 

Well, there are obvious savings on the look and feel of 
the interior. It’s all a bit drab and black and plasticky, but 
everything works with enough solid precision to promise a 
long and trouble-free life. 

There’s also enough room under the coupe’s lowered 
roofline for a couple of adults in the rear, where they will 
find identical legroom to the five-door hatch and only a lit¬ 
tle headroom shaved off it the pursuit of style. The boot’s a 
sensible size too. 

Out on the road the little 1.2-litre engine does its best to 
be perky but doesn’t really relish revs; better to let it relax a 
little and enjoy a ride that makes a very respectable job of 
flattening out our awful British road surfaces. 

Driven with brio the test car’s trip computer (another 
standard fitting) showed 46mpg at journey’s end. That’s 
a decent return but there is a diesel engine on offer (at a 
healthy £2,000 premium) that would do better still. 

You might think, though, that the cheapest coupe (prices 
stretch to £16,400 for a diesel with satnav) is the most sen¬ 
sible buy. 

Make that stylish and sensible.

The XC90 T8 Twin Engine delivers 49 g/km C02, a 
combined 407 hp*, 640 Nm of torque, 134.5mpg and 
up to 26 miles pure electric range. 

The improvement over the earlier announced figures were 
achieved thanks to the continuous innovation cycle at the 
Swedish company.

Impressive 

compact 

crossover 

By Sharon Walters 

It’s not often that you get to test a car’s full 
potential in a week-long test drive but I did 
manage just that in the impressive compact 
crossover Suzuki SX4 S-Cross. 

I tested out all four modes on the 4WD system in 
genuine situations, not sought-out, and was left very 
pleased with the results. More of that later. 

It is fair to say that Suzuki has been in the doldrums a 
little in recent years and was fairly late to enter this compact 
crossover sector. But it finally got the S-Cross to the roads 
18 months ago and with its adaptable cabin, plenty of stand¬ 
ard kit and running costs, it has proved a success. Although 
with that late entry it was highly unlikely to get head-to-head 
with its rivals. 

There’s a choice of four main specifications: SZ3, SZ4, 
SZ-T and SZ5, with a DDiS six-speed manual gearbox avail¬ 
able on all models, Allgrip four-wheel drive available on the 
SZ-T and SZ5 models and a choice of petrol and frugal 
diesel engines. 

All S-Cross SZ3 models are equipped as standard with 
seven airbags, ESP and tyre pressure monitoring as well as 
daytime running lights, 16in alloy wheels, cruise control with 
speed limiter, air conditioning, heated door mirrors, protec¬ 
tive skid plates and black wheel arch extensions. 

SZ-T adds satellite navigation with DAB digital radio, pol¬ 
ished 17in alloy wheels, rear parking camera, rear parking 
proximity sensors, dual-zone automatic air conditioning, 
front fog lamps, Bluetooth connectivity, rear privacy glass, 
silver roof rails and silver skid plates. 

Equipment for the top-of-the-range SZ5 model includes 
front parking sensors, leather seat upholstery, double slid¬ 
ing panoramic sunroof and HID projector headlamps with 
Auto function. 

Equipment 

Now that’s an awful lot of equipment for a car where the 
entry level model comes in at £15,499.1 drove the SZ5 which 
comes in at £22,049 and is a very attractive price for the 
package when held in comparison to what you get in rivals. 

It is a package to cater for the needs of families and their 
lifestyles and also for fleet and corporate buyers, where 
C02 emissions are 1 lOg/km for the 1.6DDiS 2WD model 
and 125g/km for the 2WD petrol model, with optional CVT. 
Achieving low C02 emissions of 1 lOg/km result in an annu¬ 
al VED charge of just £20. 

Service intervals are longer than other Suzuki models too 
at 12,500 miles which helps to lower cost of ownership. All 
other Suzuki models have service intervals of 9,000 miles. 

Residual values are strong too and good news for higher 
mileage fleet operators with CAP quoting a retained value of 
39 per cent over the conventional three years/ 60,000 miles 
period for the 1.6-litre DDiS SZ5 model. 

Outside the car looks modern and there’s the usual 
SUV-inspired plastic body cladding, but it looks good and 
stylish as does the interior which has high quality. Once be¬ 
hind the wheel the cabin is well laid out and the dash is a de¬ 
light - yes it’s simple and doesn’t need you to spend a day 
reading the instruction book to work out where everything 
is! And it does have everything you want. The SZ5 has an 
excellent intuitive touch-screen infotainment and satnav 
system. And that satnav certainly proved useful and more 
efficient than many in more expensive vehicles I have driven 
- it immediately took me on a route I regularly use by the 
quickest way, something not all satnavs do. 

There’s a 430-litre boot which can be extended by folding 
the rear bench flat. Useful touches in the boot include shop¬ 
ping bag hooks, a 12V power supply and a false floor that 
hides extra storage where you can hide valuables. 

For a relatively high-riding crossover the S-Cross feels ag¬ 
ile on winding country roads and is pleasant to drive, with 
little more body roll than a standard family car. And here 
we go on to using those four driving modes. The four-mode 
4WD system has four driver-selectable modes - auto, sport, 
snow, and lock. You select the desired mode using a simple 
push-and-turn dial on the centre console. 

For most driving, the auto mode prioritises fuel economy 
in typical driving conditions. The system uses 2WD by de¬ 
fault and will switch to 4WD if wheel spin is detected. 

I do a lot of driving on country roads and the sport mode 
is optimal for those twisty roads. The system makes maxi¬ 
mum use of 4WD in response to accelerator inputs. At low 
and mid-range engine speeds, the system alters the accel¬ 
erator/torque characteristics to optimise engine response 
and cornering performance. And all that works really well. 

The snow mode is optimal for snowy, unpaved and oth¬ 
er slippery surfaces. Excellent as I hit spring snow on high 
ground on my travels as was the lock mode, designed for 
extricating the car from snow, mud or sand. And I needed 
that to get off an icy car park at 2,000ft in The Highlands. 

My S-Cross came with the 1.6 petrol engine which was 
fine but it only has half the amount of torque of the 1.6 die¬ 
sel. And I really could have done with a little of that pull go¬ 
ing up the mountain roads. 

Travelling in the S-Cross is enjoyable and even after long 
journeys the driver is not tired out thanks to comfortable 
seats, among other things. And the cabin is spacious and 
airy helped by the glass roof which lets in a lot of light. 

X certainly marks the spot for the Suzuki SX4 S-Cross. 


































Lambert 
rooting for 
Villa to lift 
the FA Cup 

PAUL Lambert insists he would 
love to see Villa lift the FA Cup 
and said he bears no grudge 
against the club over his sacking. 

The 45-year-old was axed by 
Villa in February after the club’s 
winter slump left them in the rele¬ 
gation drop zone. 

Lambert insisted he respected 
the decision but admitted he was 
angry at being told of the news 
over the telephone by chief execu¬ 
tive Tom Fox. 

“I wasn’t disappointed the de¬ 
cision was made but I was disap¬ 
pointed with how it was made,” 
Lambert said. 

“I don’t think it’s good when 
you’re getting a telephone call, I 
don’t think that’s the right way it 
should have been done. 

“I was up in Scotland and I got a 
call at night and that was it. I have 
a good relationship with Randy 
Lerner and he’s a good guy.” 

Lambert was forced to cut costs 
at Villa and added: “It is a massive 
football club and everyone says we 
should be in the top six or seven 
but that could never have been 
sustained by doing what we were 
doing.” 

Lambert said he delighted to see 
the turnaround in form under his 
replacement Tim Sherwood and 
said would love to see Villa win the 
Cupagainst Arsenal on May 30. 

“I’ve got nothing bad to say 
about Aston Villa, it’s a brilliant 
football club and there is no ani¬ 
mosity from me whatsoever,” he 
said. “I’m delighted that Tim is 
doing well and hopefully they can 
win the FA Cup. 

“I’ve always said they will stay 
in the league when everyone is 
fully fit and that is exactly what is 
going to happen.” 


Albion need 
bigger squad, 
says Kemp 

ASSISTANT boss Dave Kemp says 
Albion need a bigger squad next 
season to avoid another Premier 
League relegation battle. 

Tony Pulis’ right-hand man says 
the Baggies must have more options 
after Pulis found himself struggling 
for strikers and with rookie goal¬ 
keeper Jack Rose on the bench. 

“We literally have three cen¬ 
tre-forwards and two goalkeepers,” 
said Kemp. “I don’t think there 
would be another club in that situ¬ 
ation. 

“I’m not criticising Jack Rose, 
who has been on the bench, but he 
doesn’t have the experience. 

“I wouldn’t like to put a number 
on it. There might be 11 players out 
there that we’d like, but whether we 
get those 11 is different. We’re not 
just going to sign players to make up 
the numbers.” 


Jack put international role on hold 


VILLA manager Tim Sherwood has explained Jack 
Grealish put his international future on hold be¬ 
cause of the club’s Barclays Premier League relega¬ 
tion fight. 

The talented teenager was criticised by both Re¬ 
public of Ireland and England fans on social media 
this week for delaying a decision on which of the two 
countries to represent at senior international level. 

Birmingham-born Grealish has already repre¬ 
sented Ireland at age-grade groups but has yet to 
disqualify himself from representing England at sen¬ 
ior level and is at the centre of an international tug- 
of-war between the two countries for his services. 

Ireland manager Martin O’Neill said he was ‘dis¬ 


appointed’ the 19-year-old midfielder had rejected 
the chance to join up with the Republic squad for 
next month’s friendly against England and the Euro 
2016 qualifier with Scotland, but Sherwood said Gre- 
alish’s focus is solely on club matters with Villa yet 
to secure their top-flight status. 

“It’s not a slight on Ireland, England or anyone,” 
said Sherwood, whose side can guarantee Premier 
League survival by winning at Southampton on Sat¬ 
urday. “I don’t think Jack didn’t want to play for 
Ireland, I don’t think he didn’t want to play for Eng¬ 
land or Brazil for that matter. 

“He will make his decision. He’s good enough to 
play international football but he’s putting that on 


hold. The case was he was always going to decide on 
his international future at the end of this season. 

“He’s got three very important games to take care 
of for Aston Villa. His concentration is fully on that. 

“Jack hasn’t made his mind up what country he 
wants to represent but the good news is they all 
want him. 

“It’s a decision only Jack has to make in a cool, 
calm situation at the end of this season.” 

Villa won three of their last four league games, in¬ 
cluding the last two against Everton and West Ham, 
to be the masters of their own destiny. 

And even though Southampton beat them 6-1, 
they are safe because Hull lost..” 


Mane goals give 
Villa hammering

AS Tim Sherwood sat in a corner 
of St Mary’s Stadium, struggling for 
words to explain a 6-1 drubbing, the 
unmistakeable bassline from Chic’s 
seminal hit Good Times could be 
heard from the other side of the wall.

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Team ‘would 
be cool’ with 
Saido move 

DARREN Fletcher believes Saido Be- 
rahino’s West Bromwich Albion team 
mates would not begrudge the striker a 
move to a top club this summer. 

Berahinotook his tally for the season 
to 20 with a superb brace against al¬ 
ready-crowned Premier League Cham¬ 
pions Chelsea on Monday night. 

And Fletcher, who also starred in the 
team’s 3-0 hammering of Jose Mourin- 
ho’s high-fliers, said: “It’s very difficult 
when big clubs come calling and he’s an 
ambitious kid who wants to do well in 
the game. 

“He will probably want to go on and 
represent England and all these differ¬ 
ent things.

We want him to stay, obviously, because 
he’s a fantastic player but I don’t think 
we’d begrudge him if a big team came 
calling and paid a lot of money to take 
him.” 

Fletcher, who spent 12 years playing 
at Manchester United prior to joining 
the Baggies, knows what it takes to 
excel at one Europe’s biggest clubs, and 
he said Berahino has the hallmarks of a 
top-level striker. 

He said: “We see him in training and 
he finishes really well, right in the cor¬ 
ner. 

“You see the difference with top strik¬ 
ers with the way they hit the ball and 
how it hits the net. 

“He is very clinical and against a 
fantastic goalkeeper on Monday he pro¬ 
duced a fantastic finish (for his second 
goal against Chelsea).” 

Fletcher added: “He’s a great lad who 
is willing to learn and willing to sacrifice 
himself for the team. He’s had some long 
shifts up front on his own and he’s done 
it and never complained.” 

Major changes at 
villa are not on 
Sherwood's list 

TIM Sherwood believes any major 
change in approach would be “mad” de¬ 
spite Villa’s Southampton shocker.
